Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 1-61 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a method and device for 

evaluating quality in a telephonic voice connection in a telecommunications network, the 
device comprising: a measurement circuit operative to measure at least one 
characteristic of the telephonic voice connection; and a processor coupled to the 
measurement circuit, the processor being operative to: calculate a solution to a first 
mathematical function based on the at least one measured characteristic, the first 
mathematical function corresponding to an estimate of a percentage of likely users who 
would characterize the telephonic voice connection as having much impairment, and 
calculate a solution to a second mathematical function based on the at least one 
measured characteristic, the second mathematical function corresponding to an 
estimate of a percentage of likely users who would characterize the telephonic voice 
connection as having one of some or no impairment as recited in independent claims 1, 
18, 29, 37, 49 and 61 and depicted in figure 3.
